The  material  man  has  frequent  opportunity  to  "help 
out"  the  man  who  has  underbid;  and,  however  others 
may  look  upon  this  method,  we  do  not  consider  it 
the  proper  one  to  follow, —  at  least  without  the  full 
knowledge  of  the  architect. 

The  reasons  for  our  material  being  specified  are  good 
and  sufficient;  and  we,  having,  in  most  instances,  sug- 
gested such  reasons,  ask  that  we  be  consulted  on  the 
artistic  and  intrinsic  value  of  our  product  in  case  a 
change  is  contemplated;  as  we  know  more  about  it 
than  some  one  with  an  axe  to  grind. 

If  it  comes  to  a  question  of  cost,  we  can  frequently 
suggest  a  desirable  change;  hence  our  earnest  request 
for  cooperation  in  our  effort  to   uphold  specifications.

REAL  ROMAN  TAPESTRY  BRICKWORK 


AMONG  the  most  interesting  of  all  historic  brickwork,  that  of  ancient 
Rome  stands  pre-eminent.    The  bricks  were  of  remarkable  size  and 
L  shape,  sometimes  as  long  as  24  inches  and  as  thin  as  \]4  inches  with 
an  unusually  rough  and  beautiful  texture. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  for  nearly  2000  years,  so  far  as  we  know,  to  re- 
produce these  bricks,  until  we  revived  their  manufacture  as  shown   above. 

Our  bricks  measure  18  by  2  by  6  inches  and  have  almost  exactly  the  same 
texture  as  those  used  in  the  baths  of  Titus  erected  about  A.  D.  80.  The 
colors  include  rich  reds  of  almost  every  shade,  browns,  weathered  coppers, 
olives  and  metallic  blues,  many  bricks  carrying  several  colors  on  a  single 
surface. 

Following  the  practise  of  much  of  the  old  Roman  work,  we  lay  them  with 
light  colored,  rough  cut  mortar  joints,  about  one  inch  in  thickness,  using 
fine  gravel  and  cement.

Spot  Cord  is 
inspected  and  guaranteed  free  from  all  imperfections,  and  has  been  proved 
by  impartial  tests  and  many  years  of  actual  use  to  be  much  more  durable 
and  economical  than  anv  other  material  for  hanging  windows. 

Architects  should  be  careful  not  to  write  their  specifications  in  such 
a  way  that  there  is  a  possibility  of  putting  in  a  cheap  cord.  Some  manu- 
facturers make  more  than  one  grade  bearing  their  name,  and  the  cheaper 
grade  is  apt  to  be  used.  There  is  only  one  grade  of  Samson  Spot  Cord, 
and  substitution  is  impossible  if  it  is  specified  without  alternative  and  if  the 
architect  sees  that  his  specification  is  carried  out.
